Story of a Vendetta Begun la Italy 


Fourteen Years Ago—Us Ciilmlu- i 
tttlou—A Story of 1'rutli That is 
Far Stranger Than Fiction—Toe 
End Not Yet. 


New York, Oct. 9.—No romance ever' 


had lovo and tragedy intermingled iu 
such a way us did (lie story of u \vii~ 
detta begun in Italy fourteen years 
ago, as told by the tjulK-o of Queens 
Borough, following the bhooting dowu 
of Antonio Schavelli, a prosperous and 
respectable marble cutler, near his 
home in Astoria. No Sieiliau vendetta 
nor Kentucky feud could equal it for 
ferocity. 


The j)luin story of tlie murder Is that 


HcUavelll, who lived with his laimly 
at No. 141 Elm street, Astoria, was 
taldug a walk with his wil'o. He was 
much better ol'f financially than tlie 
majority of his countrymen, and for 
his sobriety and industry lie enjoyed 
tho respect of all his neighbors. They 
had not proceeded more than a block 
from their home when a tall dark man 
crossed 
their patli aud scrutinized 


thorn closely. Without a 
word of 


warning lie drew a .'JS-calibre revolver 
from his hip pocket and fired 
four 


times at Schavelli. Kach bullet took 
elfect nnd as Schavclli sank to tlie 
ground, bleeding and unconscious, his 
assailant ran away. 


.Mi's. Schavelb's screams were heard 


by ratrolmaii WeJsM.'1'trcn, and as tho 
Ingltive turned around a corner out 
of Elm street he ran into Hie police- 
man's arms, lie was taken to the po- 
lice station, and Schavclli, who identi- 
fied the man who shot him, died in St. 
.John's llo.-pital within an hour after 
lie \V;IK shot. 


Schavelli said h< did not know the 


man who had shot him, but some of 
hN friends identified him as Ciu-mollo 
(iiamitas, and then they told tin 
1 story 


ol lo\e and blood which had hrouwht 
about the murder. While it u.ts 1<>1<! 
through an inteipietcr to the police the 
murderer stood with bowed head, with- 
out a word to deny or affirm Its truth. 


Fourteen years ago, so the story goes, 


Ciiancitas who was in this country, 
saw m the hands of one of liK country- 
men the photograph of a pretty Italian 
girl, lie was so struck with the pic- 
ture that he fell in love with the girl, 
and after obtaining her address he 
started a correspondence with her. 


Allliouirh the girl had never seen 


more than a phatograph of her wooer 
she seemed more than willing to be- 
come his bride. With this in view 
(iiamltas toiled all the harder to pro- 
vide for his prospective bride and 
money to pay for passage to and from 
Italy.' 


Suddonlv the girl's letters grew cold- 


er, and finally they <-eased altogether, 
fiiancitas could not understand it. so 
lie got together all bis earnings and 
hastened to Italy to sock out his swef-t- 
hearl. When lie reached there he was 
informed that the girl for whom be 
had struggled so long had married an- 
other, and had none to America. She 
had forgotten her distant lover and 
given her hand to one who had the ad- 
vantage of 1 icing near her. 


The man \\liom she had married was 


Joseph Sclunelli. a brother of Antonio. 
When <!i:i'iei!;is heard I his lie vowed 
that lie Mould not rest until he had 
killed not only Hie man who had stolen 
Ins promised bride, but bis throe broth- 
01 N as well. 


Then (iiancitas started on his tour 


or revenge, lie en me to the United 
States to nnd Joseph Schavelli. and 
after seven years met him in the 
streets of Now York. ITo shot and kill- 
ed him. and fled to Italy. There Glan- 
clt.is reman.ed for four yen is. when he 
came upon two other brothers of the 
man lie had killed. He shot them both 
but did not kill them, and then came to 
this country again. 


Lately. Antonio Schavclli's friends 


sa\, tliev have seen CJianeiras around 
New York and Long Island CMty. They 
warned tho man who was killed of his 
presence, but as the time passed he be- 
gan to believe that he would escape 
the fate which overtook his younser 
brother. ITo never had seen Gianoitas, 
nnd, 
although bo was well known in 


Queens T'.orongh, he did not think that 
(Jiancitas would discover him. 


Schavelli was conscious for some 


time after ho was shot, and when he 
was told that the man who had shot 
him was ftianoitas lie murmured in 
Ttnlian that at last death had come to 
him as' it had his brother. Then ho 
closed is eyes and died soon after. 


How lie escaped the authorities in 


this country after killing Joseph Seha- 
volli and those in Italy after shooting 
the other two brothers lie alone knows. 
Ho refuses to talk, and tho Italians 
who are said to know him and of the 
ease also are reticent. They fear that 
the vendetta is not ended yet, but for 
Ills crimes Carmello flinncitas Is not. 
likely to escape this time.

Tliou some aggression on the 
part of the Boers on the Natal frontier 
which (Ju-at Britain would be able to 
stitrmatix.e as an act of war nnd which 
would aftonl an excuse for breaking oil' 
negotiations. Next, the maintenance, 
of a (lc|eiisiv(> policy by the British 
forces for two or three weeks, enabling 
the Boers to win minor successes, such 
as the capture of .Newcastle. Public 
opinion being then 
inflamed 
into a 


unanimous demand for the crushing of 
the two republics and British forces be- 
ing by tiial time read.\ to undertake 
an overwhelming campaign, tin, real 
war would begin. 


It is hardly necessary to sny that this 


situation is perfectly comprehended by 
the Boer leaders. The Boer Govern- 
ment will tf-e its utmost efforts to re- 
strain the burghers from furnishing an 
excuse tor war, which England is anx- 
iously hoping they will be betrayed or 
exasperated into supplying. The ordeis 
from Pretoria to all the frontiers on 
this subject are of the strictest de- 
scription. 


Not only the Boers-, but Englishmen 


theni.sehes. are in a quandary what de- 
mands the British 
Government can 


make, the refusal of which will consti- 
tute an adequate justification for a 
declar.ition of war. This quandary is 
all thi> greater in the light of the af- 
lumation of two 
Cabinet members 


this wee': that Great Britain has no de- 
signs on tlu> independence of the Trans- 
vaal. Jf, therefore-, ['resident Krugor 
is able to restrain his angry followers, 
who are threatened on all sides by 
Br'tish hajonots, he will succeed in 
forcing the British Government to com- 
mit ifself to a policy which it will be 
nnabl- to justify before the world's 
conscience.

FOREIGN WHEAT MARKET. 


French Crop Sufficient for Current 


Requirements. 


London, Oct 9.—Farmers have made 


stood headway in their preparations for 
the autumn sowing, the land in most 
districts being in good condition from 
the heavy rains experienced. 


The appearance of buyers in the mar- 


ket has boon by no means large. What 
lifile demand was current was practic- 
ally confined to pressing needs, with 
holders still exercising reserve. 


Actual business has been on very 


narrow lines, and farmers on some 
provincial exchanges have been very 
reluctant in their offerings, owing to 
the strained political situation in the 
Transvaal. ThK however, is more or 
less of a purely sentimental nature, as 
beyond affecting freights it is scarcely 
probable that such u war could influ- 
ence values to any permanent extent. 


According to the Mark I.ane Express 


foreign reports there has been an 
active demand for disposable wheat. 
Antwerp prices have taken a turn in 
favor of ^eller1*. 


The rain, which has fallen in French 


dii-rtiels has been favorable to the 
autumn sowing, which was delayed by 
the drought. As the French wheat- 
crop tliis year is sufficiently heavy to 
provide nearly for the current require- 
ments of French consumers the up- 
ward movement observable upon the 
foreign markets has not exerted much 
influence on French quotations. 


The \ory abundance of the French 


crop, coupled with the importance of 
the stocks of old wheat still on hand, 
ha« had the effect of increasing the 
wheat supplies upon the French mar- 
kets to an extent exceeding the de- 
mand's of the nulling trade. 


The wet weather lias somewhat In- 


terfered with the deliveries of wheat 
in some parts of Russia and prices 
have hardened. The v\eather, has been 
mild in the districts around Odessa, 
with frequent rains, and the autumn 
sowings are proceeding under favor- 
able conditions.

Tie declared that the war against the 
Filipinos would be pushed with vigor 
and that there would be no let up uutil 
the enemy either surrendered or laid 
down their arms.

Luzon is better than our title to Louis- 
iana or Texas, and it rests upon a high- 
er duty to humanity.

richt to lake one rod of land from un- 
der the ?o\ereignty of the American 
people, and he will maintain that 
sovereignty in the island of Luzon 
come who may against it." 


Secretary Root's remarks were re- 


cehed ^ith much enthusiasm.

The centre of 
a city's festivities and the one desired 
object of numerous committees and 
delegations, he was kept busy fronj 
the time of the last puff from his afterr 
breakftst cigar till the last benediction 
of the religious services of the clay had 
been given. In the afternoon and even- 
Ins he attended three religious services, 
to in the Auditorium and one iu Qulmi 
Chapel. At the last named he spoke a 
few words of gre.etiug, to the enthusi- 
astic colored congregation there as- 
sembled.

Chicago, Oct. 9.—The ceremonies of 


laying the comer stone of the new- 
government building were the most Im- 
pressive of any that have taken place 
at the Fall Festival thus far, and were 
witnessed by thousands of visitors as 
well as the townspeople. President 
McKinley handled the trowel like a 
veteran at the stone laying business 
nnd wa* greeted with three rousing 
cheera nt the close of his portion of 
the days program. A military escort 
headed the procession which escorted 
President McKinley from the Audi- 
torium to the new postofflce.

siicli u way us did the story of u vt-n- 
detta be^uu In Italy fourteen years 
ago, as told by the police of Queens 
Boroiiifh, following the shooting down 
of Antonio Schavelli, a prosperous and 
respectable marble cutler, near his 
home in Astoria. No Sicilian vendetta 
nor Kentucky feud could equal it for 
ferocity. 


The plain story of the murder Is that 


Schuvelli, who lived with his family 
at No. HI Elm street, Astoria, was 
taking a walk with his wife. lie was 
much better olt financially than the 
majority of his countrymen, and for 
his sobriety and industry he enjoyed 
the respect of all his neighbors. They 
had not proceeded more than a block 
from their home when a tall dark man 
crossed their 
path 
and scrutinized 


thorn closely. 
Without 
a 
word of 


warning he drew a .'J8-calibre revolver 
from his hip pocket and 
fired 
four 


times ut Schavelli. Each bullet took 
effect and a.s Schavelli sank to the 
ground, bleeding and unconscious, his 
assailant run away. 


Mrs. Schavelli's screams were heard 


by I'alrolman WejsK'ntren, and as the 
Ingltive turned around a corner out 
of Elm street lie ran into the police- 
man's arms. IJe was taken to the po- 
lice station, and Schavelli, who Mcnti- 
fieil the man who shot him, died in St. 
John's Hospital within an hour after 
he was shot. 


Schavelli said Iu did not know the 


man who had shot him, but some of 
hN friends identified him as Cnruiello 
(iiancitiis, and then they told tin 
1 story 


of lo\c and blood which had brought 
about the murder. 
While it was 1<>ld 


through an intoipreter to the police the 
murderer stood with bowed head, with- 
out a word to deny or aHinn its truth. 


fourteen years ago, so the story proes, 


(ilancitas, who was In this country, 
saw in the hands of one of liK country- 
men the photograph of a pretty Italian 
girl, lie was so struck with the pic- 
ture Ihat he fell in love with the girl, 
and after obtaining her address he 
started a correspondence with her. 


Although the girl had never seen 


more than a photograph of her wooer 
she seemed more than willing to be- 
come his bride. With this in view 
(iiancitas toiled all the harder to pro- 
vide for his prospective bride and 
money to pay for passage to and from 
Italy.' 


Suddenly the girl's letters grow cold- 


er, and finally they ceased altogether, 
fiiaiicitas could not understand it. so 
ho got together nil bis earnings and 
ha'-leuod to Italy to seek out his sweet- 
heart. When he reached there ho was 
informed that the girl for whom he 
had struggled so long had married an- 
other, and had gone to America. She 
had forgotten her distant lover and 
given her hand to one who had the ad- 
vantage of being near her. 


The man whom she had mnrricd was 


.ToM-ph Sclisi\elli, a brother of Antonio. 
When <!ianciias heard this he vowed 
that he would not rest until he had 
dllod not only Ihe man who had stolon 
his promised bride, but his three broth- 
ei s as well. 


Then (tiancitas started on his tour 


or revenge, lie camo to the United 
States to find Joseph Schavelli. and 
after seven years met him in the 
streets of Xcw York. ITe shot and kill- 
ed him. and fled to Italy. There Clan- 
citas remained for four years, when he 
came upon two other brothers of the 
man ho had killed. lie shot them both 
but did not kill them, and then came to 
this country again. 


Lately. Antonio Schavclli's friends 


say, they have soon Oiancitas around 
Now York and Long Island C'ity. They 
warned the man who was killed of his 
presence, but as the time passed he be- 
gnn 10 believe that he would escape 
tho fate which overtook his younger 
brother. Tie never had seen Oianeilas, 
nnd, although he was well known in 
Queens T.orough. he did not think that 
(iiancitiis would discover him. 


Schavolli was conscious for some 


time after he was shot, and when he 
was told that the man who had shot 
him was fJianoitas he murmured in 
Italian that at last death had come to 
him a? it had his brother. Then IK 
closed is eye« and died soon after. 


How he escaped the authorities in 


this country after killing Joseph Scha- 
volli and those in Italy after shooting 
tho other two brothers he alone knows. 
He refuses to talk, and tho Italians 
who are said to know him and of the 
case also are reticent. They fear that 
the vendetta is not ended yet, but for 
his crimes Cnrmcllo Oinncitas is not. 
likely to escape this time.

Then some aggression on the 
part of the Boers ou the Natal frontier 
which (Jreat Britain would be able to 
stigmatize as an act of war and which 
would alt'ord an excuse for breaking oil1 
negotiations. N'ext, 
the maintenance 


:>f a defensive poli'-y by the British 
forces for two or three weeks, enabling 
LJic Boers to win minor successes, such 
as the capture of Newcastle. Public 
opinion being then 
inflamed 
into a 


unanimous demand for the crushing of 
the two republics and British forces be- 
ing by that time ready to undertake 
an overwhelming campaign, tliL real 
war would begin. 


It is hardly necepsary to say that this 


situation is perfectly comprehended by 
the Boer leaders. The Boer (Jovern- 
ment will use its utmost efforts to re- 
strain The burghers from furnishing an 
excuse for war, which England is anx- 
iously hoping they will be betrayed or 
e>asperated into supplying. The ordeis 
from Pretoria to all the frontiers on 
this subject arc of the strictest de- 
scription. 


Not only the Boers, but 15ncli«hmeu 


themselves, are in a quandary what de- 
mands the British 
(iovernmcnt can 


make, the refusal of which will consti- 
tute an adequate justification for a 
declaration of war. This quandary is 
all the greater in the light of the af- 
firmation of two 
Cabinet members 


tins wee!: that (5re.it Britain has no de- 
signs on the independence of the Trans- 
vaal. Jf. therefore. President Kruger 
is able to restrain his angry followers, 
who are threatened on all sides by 
British bayonets, he will succeed in 
forcing the British (Jovernment to com- 
mit itselt to a policy which it will In 
unabl" to justify before the world's 
conscience. 


Sir Henry CaiiTfcell-Rannerinan's ad- 
dress greatly ex-asperates ihe

party. This is easy to understand be- 
cause a majority of the anti-Boer side 
now openly confe-s. except in the press 
and on the public platform, that the 
professed reasons for their aggression 
are not the real ones. They regard 
Bannerman's criticism of their pre- 
tended "casiT? belli" ns beside the mark 
and resent it accordingly.
